Sir 
Douglas’ Haig has declared that the 
British army’ wilt be able to smash 
through the German western front 
at many points this year,and  prac- 
tically destroy the’ western ariny, 
‘notwithstanding that it has been re- 
inforced’up to a strength of three 
million. 1f that can be accomplished, 
German power. of resistance, ‘Which 
has been steadily declining in the last 
year, will fall like a house of cards— 
for the German army of the west ‘is 
the main part of the Kaiser's forces. 
The British superiority, demonstrat- 
ed last autumn on the Somme, is due 
not only to the morale of. the army, 
the firm belief of the British that 
they are destined to smash the Prus- 
sians, but to the. marvellous. improve- 
merit in their artillery strength to a 
point quite outdistancing the best ef- 
forts of the Germans.

Dr. Karl Helfferich, the German 
Imperial. Vice-Chancellor, speaking at 
plenary council, is quoted by Reuter’s 
Amsterdam correspondent as saying: 

“Britain’s war of starvation 
from the first brought clearly before 
the eyes of the German people the 
fact that Germany stands’ or.- falls 
with its agriculture. Owing to the 
activity of the submarines and the 
failure of the harvests, Britain, too, 
is thrown back upon her agriculture, 
and while I believe the British faria- 
er will do his. utmost to mect the sit- 
uation, 1 prophésy his failure.”

Half of the Accidents are the Result 
of too Much Assurance : 


Flying has become so safe and 
easy that in peace time everyone who 
can should take it up as a means of 
travel and recreation,- according to 
General U, S.. Brancker, Director of 
Air Organization for the British 
army. Ke el 

“Flying today -is so easy,” said 
General -Brancker, “that most pupils 
are in danger from over-confidencc. 

f our accidents arise from this 
cause. Training in’ aviation from 
the militacy point of view is getting 
more and more complicated, but ac- 
tual flying from the’ practical point 
of view of getting from place to place 
has become almost as casy and /safe 
as automobiling or bicycling.” ’ 
.“People generally ought to learn 
the elementary principlés of handling 
an airplane. The only factor against 
€eneral private use of airplanes, ¢s- 
pecially in Great Britain, is the un- 
certainty of the weather, but with 
experience and reliable engines it is 
possible to fly in almost any. weather 
short of a thick fog, a hurricane,/or 
a violent thunderstorm.” : 
* General Brancker foresees the de- 
velopment of more and better guali- 
fied instructors, more reliable er- 
sines, and slower and more deliber- 
ate training, after the stress of war 
is over. “At present,” he explained, 
“there is of necessity a good deal of 
undue haste. The supply of aviators 
is forever trying to catch. upywith the 
demand, and. the demand i$ forever 
TO d both in numbers and qual- 
ity. ' 

Asked whether any-ordinary person

could become a really good airplare’ 


pilét, General Brancker said:.. “The 
most urlexpected people - make good 
pilots, and very often the most prom- 
ising ones never attain more than me_ 
diocrity in the air. Any sound man 
with sound nerves—and women t6o, 
for that matter—can make a good, 
useful pilot, but it is only she excep- 
tional individual who will make the 
really brilliant fighting pilot, Even 
the physically unsound man 
a good pilot, like the late Lord 
who had a wooden leg. 

_ “As for the best age for 
in flying, I think they should begin 
as young as _ possible. 
speaking, cighteen 


and I prefér a man of 
twenty-five ‘for army aviation work. 
A man of thirty-five to. forty © who

About 2 per cent. is 
occtipied by lakes and rivers, of the 
balance about 30 per cent. is in prai- 
rie, and the remainder in park-like 
country and heavy timber. It has 
been estimated that there is over 
1,000,000,000 cords of pulpwood in ihe 
province; of this approximately - 
per cent. is in poplar, 15 per cent. in 
tamarack and jackpine, and tlic bal- 
ance in spruce of fair size. >
